Director of Vocational Schools Tells 


of Patriotic Work Being

At a special meeting of the indus- 


trial board Tuesday evening, G. J. 
Ehart, superintendent of the voca- 
tional school, reported on his recent 
visits to Racine and Chicago. 
The 


vocational 
directors of 
Wisconsin 


met at Racine on Monday, Tuesday 
snd Wednesday of last week, while 
vocational directors of the middle 
west met at Chicago the latter pait 
of the same week. 


Mr. Ehart gave an interesting ac- 


count of the various subjects that 
came up for discussion at these meet- 
ings. In Racine the boys of school 
agt are* left right in the shop and the 
vocational school work of that city 
is held in the factories in the evenings. 
This city is training men of draft age 
in mechanics. Boys desiring to be- 
come bakers are given four hours of 
school work and four hours of train- 


^The heads of the continuation 
schools were advised to organize 
classes, to be known as emergency 
classes, in order that men of the draft 
age may avail themselves of an op- 
portunity of fitting themselves for; 
special work in the army. 
Some of 


the lines suggested at this meeting 
were a class in running trucks; auto- 
mobile repair work; welding; baking 
and blacksmithing. 
The local vocational board, consist- 


ing of H. C. Snyder, L. R. Anderson, 
WT S. Young and W. H. Rothman, at 
the special meeting discussed the 
question of finances. It was brought 
out that the available amount of 
state aid and city 
appropriation 


amounts to only $5,500, with no other 
appropriations to be depended upon. 
Of this sum about one-half has al- 
ready been spent for school purposes. 


The board members do not feel 


that they would be/ justified in going 
into debt to put into operation classes 
suggested by the convention. 
The 


matter was therefore left over until 
Monday night for decision when the 
next regular meeting will take place. 
Classes that will be of no expense or 
at least of minor expense will un- 
doubtedly be accepted to be organized 
by the continuation school. 
Classes in baking and blacksmith- 


ing may be taught, as very little ex- 
pense would be attached to these 
trades. It was suggested that th* 
hotels could be used in teaching the 
young men the an of baking. 
The Chicago meetine brought out 


the fact that there will be a great 
many students 
from the 
Chicago 


schools that will be sent to the farms 
this spring. 
Machinery has been 


bought by the city and is being in- 
stalled in the various schools in or- 
der that the scholars may become 
familiar with fanm machinery and 
become more competent to assist the 
farmer.

Letter From "Colorado Mining Town 


Tells How Blizzard Tied Up 


Operations

in a letter received by Mrs. William 
Gee of this city from a friend, Mrs. 
Lyman Johnson, who lives at Bear 
River, Col., near Denver. 


Bear River is a typical coal camp 


and. as a result of increased activity 
at the mines, has outgrown its accom- 
modations. Every family has board- 
en, Mrs. Johnson said, and the min- 
ing company is planning to build 50 
four-room houses for workers' families 
next summer. 


Mrs. 
Johnson's letter was written 


on Jan. 22. She said that it would be 
just 15 days on the 23rd that the heavy 
snow came and that during this per- 
iod the town was without railroad 
service. It had mail and newspaper 
service every dsy, however, by the 
operation of a stage line fourteen 
miles across country to s railroad 
that i* not tied up.

PUN HIGHWAY WORK 


State Trunk Line Will Be Systemati- 


cally Maintained During

A definite plan for the maintenance 


f the state trunk line highway system 
n Portage county was decided upon 
it the conference held at the court 
louse in Stevens Point last Thurs- 
day, attended by County Highway 
Commissioner T. E. Cauley, Division 
Engineer-F. F. Mengel and the mem- 
>ers of the county state aid road and 
iridge committee, consisting of 8u- 
>ervisors Ben Halverson of New 
lope, William Brunker* of Almond 
and John Berry of Buena Vista. 


In order to operate under the pat- 


rol system, the trunk line system' 
has been divided into six districts, 
ach of which will be in charge of a 
dragman. The districts designated are 


follows: 
1. Beginning at the railroad cross- 


ng in the town of Carson, a short 
distance north of the boom house 
and running northwesterly along the 
river to the Eau Pleine Iras; thence 
vest to the Wood county line near 
Milladore. This is a long route, but 
lot long enough to be divided into 
wo sections. 


2. On the old Wausau road from 
!asimir north to the Marathon coun- 
y line, near Dancy. 


3. From the village of Plover east 


jo the Stockton-Amherst line. 
4. From the Stockton-Amherst line 
n this same road east and southeast 
hrough the village of Amherst and 
o the Waupaca county line. 


5. On the 
Plover-Grand 
Rapids 


oad between Plover village and the 
Wood county line. 


6. On the 
Almond and Portage 


oad from the Moore barn south to 
he Waushara county line. 


A man with a light truck will work 


xclusively in the maintenance of 
macadam roads on the state trunk 
ine system, oiling, filling holes, at- 
ending to culverts and generally 
teeping the highways in good repair. 


Before the dragging is started the 


ounty highway commissi6ner will 
end out a crew*to put the earth roads 
n Jjood shape by grading, etc. This 
will prepare them for dragging, so 
hat work with a King drag will be 
about all that is necessary to keep 
hem in condition. 


The county will advertise for bids 


n a short time from prospective drag- 
men, 
in the selection of whom pre- 


ference will be shown residents of 
he localities through which the var- 
ous -"trol sections pass. A dragman 
must have a good team and good wa- 
ron. All the other enuipment will be 
urnished by the county. Dragmen, 
t is expected, will be given steady 
vork for six months, beginning May 


The sum of $175 a mile is available 
or maintenance of state trunk line 
lighways as a result of recent federal 
and state legislation. 
As Portage 


county has approximately 70 miles 
of state trunk line highways, this 
county will receive more than $12,000 
'or this purpose in 1918.

Factories not specifically exempted 
from the order were closed down all 
day. 
Theaters and other amusement 


places were allowed to run, but were 
closed down on Tuesday, in accordance 
with the modified order. 


The banks and other establishments 


allowed to be open Monday experi- 
enced a quiet day as the business dis- 
trict was nearly deserted. But few 
fanners came to town. 


Although some misunderstanding 


resulted 
from 
widespread circula- 


tion of reports that saloons might 
keep open for business providing no 
more heat was used than necessary 
to prevent freezing, the saloon keep- 
ers of the city and county, except in a 
few instances, closed their places 
tight for the day. W. E. Fisher, coun- 
ty fuel administrator, received from 
W. N. Fitzgerald of Milwaukee, state 
administrator, a copy of a letter sent 
by W. J. Gleason of Waukesha. presi- 
dent of the Wisconsin Liquor Dealers 
Protective association, to Mr. Fitz- 
gerald.

Son of Gentleman Well Known in 


Stevens Point Meets Tragic Death 


a Few Days Ago 


Thomas B. McGuire, aged 25 years,

He joined a 
gang of shovelers On the Northwest- 
ern railroad and was made foreman. 


As suggested by the Chicago Tri- 


bune,- in an account of his death, Tho- 
mas died a victim of the great war 
as certainly as if he had lost hig life 
on the battlefields. He was muffled 
against the cold and did not hear the 
train as it bore down upon him. 


The father, T. D. McGuire, has vis- 


ted Stevens Point nearly every year 
since, as a boy, he left the fs*in home 
in Almond to become a resident of 
the big city, where he has been 
blessed with wealth and honors. The 
death of their only bov is a terrible 
shock to the parents:

At those rare times, .when we see 
ourselves as others sevens, when we 
begin to understand that we are at 
fault to a largef degree than the other 
mail, we1 may make an honest effort 
to overcome the disposition to yield 
to self-satisfaction, but unless we 
work hard and patiently and perse- 
veringly we wllf find ourselves forever 
falling back'into the old habit. It is 
so easy to crttirfze something that 
another person does that fails to meet 
our approval, and so entirely natural 
to think that we would never be 
guilty of a like weakness. 


We might have made a mistake, we 


argue, hut we would have discovered 
the error in time to correct it. nnd 
certainly we never would have blun- 
dered to the extent of our neighbor. 
How do WP know what we would havp 
done In similar circumstances, how- 
ever, and why should we assume a po- 
sition of superiority which in truth 
we are not entitled to nssnme? It Is 
enough for ns to con«»rn ourselves 
with out own failures, our own mis- 
takes, our own shortcoming*, aud to 
leave to others the readjustment of 
their own HVPS.

A meeting of the directors of the 


Red Cross chapter was scheduled 
for the library last evening, but when 
it was called to order Chairman Hyer 
announced rather unexpectedly that 
Mr. Metcalfe had consented to tell, 
by answering questions, of German 
conditions. 
The directors expressed 


a desire to hear Mr. Metcalfe before 
the business session and accordingly 
the workers from the Red Cross room 
in the library were invited in, to- 
gether with others who happened to 
be in the building. So engrossed did 
the audience become in what Mr. Met- 
calfe had to say and so numerous 
were the questions asked him, that 
it was 10:30 before the meeting broke 
up. Then Chairman Hyer briefly an- 
nounced that the meeting of the direc- 
tors would be postponed until Thurs- 
day evening. 


Readers of The Gazette will recall 


that a two-column article dealing; with 
experiences and observations of Mr. 
Metcalfe was published in the issue of 
Jan. 
16. At that time The Gazette's 


information was obtained from Mrs. 
George H. Metcalfe, who was visit- 
ing here, but it coincided in detail 
with Clarence Metcalfe's own story. 
However, other 
interesting, points 


were brought out at the meeting at 
the library Tuesday evening, grow- 
ing additional light on the aftnation 
in Germany and possibilities Sjf the 
future. 


Mr. Metcalfe is firmly of the belief 


that the time is on the side of the 
allies and sees nothing but ultimate 
defeat for Germany. But he does not 
take seriously the tales of riots and 
threatened revolutions in Germany. 
"I do not think the United States and 
the allies can expect any help by way 
of a revolution in Germany until the 
German army is defeated," he said. 
He said he felt sure, however, that 
there will be a revolution in Germany 
after the military power is crushed 
and that a democratic form of gov- 
ernment would then be established. 


Regarding food conditions, he said 


that there is not an adult civilian 
who has not lost from 10 to 60 pounds 
in weight during the past 16 months. 
As a result of the food shortage the 
death rate in Berlin, which was one 
of the healthiest cities in the world 
before the war, has greatly increased. 
The men from 17 to 48 are compelled 
to serve in the army, unless physical- 
ly incapacitated, and civilians of the 
age of 16 and above are forced to 
do work behind the lines, in munition 
factories and other lines of indus- 
try necessary to the conduct of the 
war. 


'Ihe Germans were pleased at the 


loss of American lives on the Lusi- 
tania.

The United States Department of 


Agriculture urges as many as possi- 
ble of the farmers who have not 
raised chickens to stock their farms 
this year with flocks large enough at 
least to supply the needs of their 
own households. It does not advise 
that the general farmer embark in 
extensive 
raising 
of poultry, 
but 


warns against such ventures. But it 
sees no reason why every farm should 
not produce enough chickens and eg}f8 
for its own use, and why there should 
not be enough surplus to make chick- 
ens and eggs available to the general 
public at reasonable prices and in 
such quantities that there will be 
markedly less domestic demand for 
the meats that are needed abroad and 
that can be transported there. 


One big aim in this endeavor Is 


to increase to^tOO hens the average 
size of the American farm flock. The 
present average is 40 hens. 


The desired increase, it is believed, 


will bring the desired production. The 
farmer with several hundred hens, 
of course, will be merely making up 
for his less fortunate neighbor unable 
to reach the average. 
This will be 


not merely a war-time increase. 
It 


and its benefits will remain after 
America's men and women—at the 
front and at home— have made dem- 
ocracy safe. 


Furthermore, with all this produc- 


tion the farmer need not fear that 
the market will be glutted by poultry 
and eggs. A good profit is assured 
always by the low cost of farm poul- 
try production. 
Further assuranca 


is given by the fact that with the 
maximum production urged by the 
Department of Agriculture there will 
still be a great Rap between produc- 
tion and possible consumption. 
Fin- 


ally, many people who eat little or 
no chicken meat, and who are only 
distantly acquainted with the 
egg, 


will come toNbe fast friends and will 
ask for more. 


Chickens as a by-product of general 


farming find much of their feed in 
the waste materials that otherwise 
would serve no useful purpose. The 
attention and labor they require can 
be given largely even by children, 
and should not require the employ- 
ment of additional hired workers. On 
some farms the chickens practically 
pay for themselves by their destruc- 
tion of orchard and vegetable insects. 
On others they help to pay for them- 
selves by their production of manure, 
which when properly used largely in- 
Teases the value of the land. 
Fifty 


fowls will annually produce at least 


ton of manure that can be made as 


valuable as commercial fertilizer. 


An essential part of the endeavor- 


to insure more chickens and eggs'is 
Contained in the maxim—hatch early. 
The farmer who hatches early in the 
-;p~ing. either by incubation or na- 
*ural methods, seems to have all the

HOME MADE CHEESE

Hut pound for pound, cottage 


•hee.«e contains 2-~> per cent more pro- 
'rin 
ihe body-building substance for 


which we eat meat largely—than a 
medium-fat side of beef. 
And the 


cheese costs about half as much. It 
has less energy value than beef, but 
it is nevertheless capable of taking 
meat's place in the diet. 


Because cottage cheese is a most 


palatable and nutritious product and 
because it can be made easily on a 
small scale with little equipment in 
any kitchen and because it is an eco- 
nomical and convenient means of uti- 
lizing skim milk—a good food much 
neglected—in the human diet, food 
and dairy specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture are 
urging its wider use to save meat. 
Haphazard methods used in making 
this cheese, together with the lack of 
simple and easily available directions, 
nrobably are responsible, the special- 
ists say, for the comparatively small 
quantities made and used at present. 
Uncertainty of results and defects in 
the finished products also have been 
"au'ses for discouragement in making. 
By following the directions given here 
it is believed a better and more uni- 
form product may be obtained. 


For making the cheese in small 


quantities for home use a very simple 
arocess and ordinary household equip- 
ment will suffice, but if it is desired to 
market the product and to insure 
?ood, uniform quality, it will be neces- 
sary to follow somewhat more elabo- 
are methods. The process of making 
a small amount, as well as methods 
used when it is desired to produce a 
larger quantity for the market, is de- 
scribed in Farmers' Bulletin 350 of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 
This is the way to make 


cottage cheese in small amounts, per- 
haps utilizing only a few cups of 
skim milk—what is lefti after Ithe 
cream for the coffee has been re- 
moved. 


First of all, start with good, clean 


skim milk and clean utensils. 
Care- 


ful attention then to the details of 
making will insure a good product. 


One gallon of skim milk will make 


about 1% pounds of cheese. 
If the 


milk is sweet it should be placed in 
a pan and allowed to remain in a 
clean, warm place at a temperature of 
about 75 degrees F. until it clabbers. 
The clabbered 
milk should have a 


clean, sour flavor. Ordinarily this 
will take about 30 hours, but when it 
is desirable to hasten the process a 
«mall quantity of clean-flavored sour 
tvlk may be mixed with the sweet 
milk. 


As soon as the milk has thickened 
firmly clabbered it should be cut 


into pieces 2 inches square, which 
with the 
curd should be stirred 


horoughly with a spoon. 
Place the 


pan of broken curd in a vessel of hot 
water so as to raise the temperature 
to 100 degrees F. Cook at that tem- 
nerature for about '^ minutes, during 
which time stir gently with a spoon 
for one minute at 1-minute intervals.

Encouraged by the growing strength 


of the Fatherland party, the pan-Ger- 
mans have thrown aside the mask they 
have worn In their dealings with the 
Russians and shown their true face. 
At the last meeting of the delegates 
at Brest-LJtovsk before adjournment 
to January 29, General Hoffman told 
the bolshevlkl frankly that Germany 
must have Courland and all the Baltic 
provinces, and that If Russia did not 
consent the German armies would 
move at once and within a week would 
occupy Reval. When asked about the 
territory south of Brest-Lltovsk, Hoff- 
man replied that Germany would set- 
tle that only with the Ukrainians. The 
request of the Russians for a recess 
that they might consult on the Ger- 
man terms was grudgingly granted 
with the assertion that no further post- 
ponements would be allowed. 


The Russian delegates thereupon 


voted unanimously to reject the Ger- 
man terms and departed for Petrograd 
to submit the question of peace or wnr 
to the congress of soldiers' and work- 
men's delegates, with which the final 
decision rests. 


That the Germans are nhle to carry 


out their threat* against Ru«<»ia thore 
can be little doubt. 
The bol«hevlki 


leaders r«-nhze their helplos«n«*ss and 
have issued "to all" an official wail 
telling how they have been deceived 
and how monstrous are the demands 
of the Germans. In Petroprad and 
Moscow the bolshevik! are struggling 
to maintain their power, putting in Jail 
large numbers of their opponents on 
charges of plotting a counter-revolu- 
tion, and taking any other coercive 
steps that promise to help them. If 
they can prevent It. they do not intend 
that their principles of "•vlf-deflnltlon" 
and personal liberty shall apply at 
home. 
They promptly dissolved the 


constituent assembly because they 
conld not control If* deliberations. 


So loud has become the popular out- 


cry against the rule of the bolshevlkl 
•nd no great the disorder In Rn*Ha 
that German parliamentary leaders art 
seriously questioning whether It Is 
wise for the centra) powers to nego- 
tiate farther with a government that 
may be swept away any day. 


The Ukrainians, according to late 


dispatches, are proceeding amlctbiy to 
their aeffotiadooe with Germany and 
Austria and are ahoejt ready to sifa a

A great peace-demand warn 


•weft over the nation and more than 
a million workers went on strike, the 
war Industrie* being abaolately para- 


lyzed. The gov«*nment was fonvd to 
accept the socialists' demands as to 
food, communal woman suffrage and 
nonmllttutism of war Industries, and 
thereupon moat of the strikers return- 
ed to their work. The trouble was 
only partly allayed, however, and the 
radicals made further demands and re- 
Iterated their call for a general peace 
by understanding. 


The Austrian maasea are determined 


that at least peace shall be made with 
Russia, and If this Is not done their 
words and actions betoken a revolu- 
tion that will remove the dual mon- 
archy from the alliance of the central 
powers. 
Germany la awake to the 


danger of this defection and the mili- 
tarist* there are manifesting great Irri- 
tation toward Austria because they 
think Emperor Charles and his govern- 
ment have fostered democratic Inter- 
nationalism. 


The troubles of Emperor Charles' 


realm are aggravated by the attitude 
of Bohemia. At a great meeting In 
Prague a resolution was adopted de- 
manding Independence for Bohemia. 
Hungary, also, Is doing Its bit In the 
general upheaval, having absolutely re- 
fused to give cereals to either Austria 
or Germany. The Roumanian stocks 
of grain are exhausted and the food 
situation In Austria is most acute. 


—I*— 


The reasonable peace advocates In 


Germany have not by any means sur- 
rendered to the Increasingly arrogant 
pan-Germans, and have been holding 
meetings in Cologne and elsewhere, 
and the radical socialists are keeping 
up the fight with vigor. There Is no 
doubt that the proletariat of both Ger- 
many and Austria has been immensely 
heartened and Inspired by the propa- 
ganda of the Rtisslnn bol«hevlkl spread 
by means of the fraternization of sol- 
diers on the enst front. 


—*— 
All this sounds pood, hut It would be 


foolish to base upon It any strong 
hopes of an early peace with victory 
for the allies. The German army prob- 
ably was never before so strong as 
now. 
and If the Indications mny be 


trusted, the long expected offensive on 
the west front may he un<ler why be- 
fore this r«>vlew Is in the hands of 
readers. All Ia«»t week thorp was In- 
ten«o artillery notion In France and 
Klandrr-s. \\ith numerous "f«M?lina out" 
raids and much activity by the air 
forces. Great concentrations of troops 
at several points continued and it 
seemed evident the kaiser was about 
ready to strike. French mllltarv e\- 
perts believed the Germans xinuld at- 
tack the Rrimh lines In Flanders and 
also the French In the region of Nancy. 
It was In the latter sector that the 
raid was made on American troops. 
Whether Pershlng's men still are help- 
Ing hold the line there has not been 
revealed.

Interest in the doings of congress 


centered on the Chamberlain bill for a 
war cabinet, the introduction of which 
was perhaps hastened, though not 
caused, by the Investigation of Secre- 
tary Baker's department. The presi- 
dent had forcefully, even angrily de- 
clared his opposition to the measure 
and his absolute confidence in Mr. 
Baker's ability and efficiency, and the 
defeat of the bill was predicted, al- 
though it had the support of many sen- 
ators of both parties. 


Mr. Wilson In a public statement ac- 


cused Senator Chamberlain of making 
"an astonishing and absolutely unjus- 
tifiable distortion of the truth" In a 
Xew York speech. In which the Ore- 
gon senator told of the failures of the 
war department. In repljlng to this 
In the "senate. Mr. Chamberlain reiter- 
ated his charges and undertook to 
prove them by citations from the In- 
vestigation by the senate committee. 


The senator scored the war depart- 


ment unmercifully, and produced do«m- 
montnry proof that Secretary Baker, 
when before the senate committee, was 
Ignorant of the actual conditions In the 
matter of supplies to the army camps. 
"The president." he said, "did not 
know the truth, and I did. Tie must 
have got his facts from his distinguish- 
ed secretary of war and he In turn got 
then) from somebody else, and If those 
who furnished the evidence knew the 
facts, they Had."

The formation of clubs offers a means 
of actually supporting one another's 
resolution and of resisting the ten- 
dency of well-fed and comfortably 
housed people to laze around like a 
lot of senile household cats and fat, 
wheezy, old poodle dogs. 


Most good, too. is secured if one 


is getting fun out of his outdoor sport. 
There is nothing but nonsense in the 
Indian saying: "No smart, no cure" as 
applied to health and disease. Person- 
ally, I should rather be right down 
sick than a health seeker who has to 
keep his mind solely on his insides. 


We are sociable people as a rule 


and we like companionship. A club's 
chief usefulness lies in bringing like- 
minded people together to do things 
that would be hopelessly stupid if 
attempted alone. 


Practically all forms of sport and 


recreation are costly. People of mod- 
erate means, therefore, need to split 
the costs 4n1> shares within their 
means. A club can build and main- 
tain a sporty, exhilarating toboggan 
slide, for example, which would be 
too big an undertaking for most in- 
dividuals.

e-rjrs campaign that is expected to 
displace millions of pounds of beef 
and pork in American menus and send 
the released product across the ocean 
to our soldiers, the allies, and the 
hungry people of the lands devastat- 
ed by the Prussian war torch. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture urges as many as possi- 
ble of the farmers who have not 
raised chickens to stock their farms 
this year with flocks large enough at 
least to supply the needs of their 
own households. It does not advise 
that the general farmer embark in 
extensive raising of poultry, 
but 


warns against such ventures. But it 
sees no reason why every farm should 
not produce enough chickens and egjcs 
for its own use, and why there should 
not be enough surplus to make chick- 
ens and eggs available to the general 
public at reasonable prices and in 
such quantities that there will 'be 
markedly less domestic demand for 
the meats that are needed abroad and 
that can be transported there. 


One big aim in this endeavor Is 


to increase to 100 hens the average 
size of the American farm flock. The 
present average is 40 hens. 


The desired increase, it is believed, 


will bring the desired production. The 
farmer with several hundred hens, 
of course, will be merely making up 
for his less fortunate neighbor unable 
to reach the average. 
This will be 


not merely a war-time increase. It 
and its benefits will remain after 
America's men and women — at the 
front and at home — have made dem- 
ocracy safe. 


Furthermore, with all this produc- 


tion the farmer need not fear that 
the market will be glutted by poultry 
and eggs. A good profit is assured 
always by the low cost of farm poul- 
try production. 
Further assuranca 


is given by the fact that with the 
maximum production urged by the 
Department of Agriculture there will 
still be a great gap between produc- 
tion and possible consumption. Fin- 
ally, many people who eat little or 
no chicken meat, and who are only 
distantly acquainted with the egg, 
will come ^be fast friends and will 
ask for more. 


Chickens as a by-product of general 


farming find much of their feed in 
the waste materials that otherwise 
would serve no useful purpose. The 
attention and labor they require can 
be given largely even by children, 
and should not require the employ- 
ment of additional hired workers. On 
some farms the chickens practically 
pay for themselves by their destruc- 
tion of orchard and vegetable insects. 
On others they help to pay for them- 
selves by their production of manure, 
which when properly used largely in- 
Teases the value of the land. 
Fifty 


fowls will annually produce at least 


of manure that can be made as 


valuable as commercial fertilizer. 


An essential part of the endeavor- 


to insure more chickens and eggs 'is 
Contained in the maxim — hatch early. 
Tho farmer who hatches early in the

HOME MADE ( HEESE 


riven a choice between a nice, juicy 


•Meee of b.'of and a dish of cottage 
h<'f-e, and the chances are you would 
ake beef. \\'e«re such a meat-loving 
neopV. But pound for pound, cottage 
•heese certains 2~> per cent more pro- 
'ein -the borly-building substance for 
which we eat meat largely — than a 
medium-fat side of beef. 
And the 


cheese costs about half as much. It 
has less energy value than beef, but 
it is nevertheless capable of taking 
meat's place in the diet. 


Because cottage cheese is a most 


palatable and nutritious product and 
because it can be made easily on a 
small scale with little equipment in 
any kitchen and because it is an eco- 
nomical and convenient means of uti- 
lizing skim milk — a good food much 
neglected — in the human diet, food 
and dairy specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture are 
urging its wider use to save meat. 
Haphazard methods used in making 
'.his cheese, together with the lack of 
simple and easily available directions, 
irobably are responsible, the special- 
ists say, for the comparatively small 
quantities made and used at present. 
Uncertainty of results and defects in 
the finished products also have been 
?auses for discouragement in making. 
By following the directions given here 
it is believed a better and more uni- 
form product may be obtained. 


For making the cheese in small 


quantities for home use a very simple 
process and ordinary household equip- 
ment will suffice, but if it is desired to 
market the product and to Insure 
?ood, uniform quality, it will be neces- 
sary to follow somewhat more elabo- 
are methods. The process of making 
a small amount, as well as methods 
used when it is desired to produce a 
larger quantity for the market, is de- 
scribed in Farmers' Bulletin 350 of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 
This is the way to make 


cottage cheese in small amounts, per- 
haps utilizing only a few cups of 
skim milk — what is lefti after fthe 
cream for the coffee has been re- 
moved. 


First of all, start with good, clean 


skim milk and clean utensils. Care- 
ful attention then to the details of 
making will insure a good product. 


One gallon of skim milk will make 


about 1% pounds of cheese. 
If the 


milk is sweet it should be placed in 
a pan and allowed to remain in a 
clean, warm place at a temperature of 
about 75 degrees F. until it clabbers. 
The clabbered milk should have a 
clean, sour flavor. Ordinarily this 
will take about 30 hours, but when it 
is desirable to hasten the process a 
small quantity of clean-flavored sour 
Tr'lk may be mixed with the sweet 
milk. 


As soon as the milk has thickened 
firmly clabbered it should be cut 


into pieces 2 inches square, which 
with the 
curd should be stirred 


*horoughly with a spoon. 
Place the 


pan of broken curd in a vessel of hot 
water so as to raise the temperature 
to 100 degrees F. Cook at that tem- 
r>erature for about 0/> minutes, during 
which time stir gently with a spoon 
for onf minute at 1-minute intervals.

Encouraged by the growing strength 


of the Fatherland party, the pan-Ger- 
mans have thrown aside the mask they 
have worn In their dealings with the 
Eussians and shown their true face. 
At the last meeting of the delegates 
at Brest-Litovsk before adjournment 
to January 29, Oeneral Hoffman told 
the bolshevik! frankly that Germany 
must have Courland and all toe Baltic 
provinces, and that If Russia did not 
consent the German armies would 
move at once and within a week would 
occupy Reval. When asked about the 
territory south of Brest-Litovsk, Hoff- 
man replied that Germany would set- 
tle that only with the Ukrainians. The 
request of the Russians for a recess 
that they might consult on the Ger- 
man terms was grudgingly granted 
with the assertion that no further post- 
ponements would be allowed. 


The Russian delegates 
thereupon 


voted unanimously to reject the Ger- 
man terms and departed for Petrograd 
to submit the question of peace or war 
to the congress of soldiers' and work- 
men's delegates, with which the final 
decision rests. 


That the German^ are nhle to carry 


out their threat* npraln«t Ru«s«la thore 
can be little douht. 
The bol^heviki 


lenders realize their helpl««!«n«"*«i and 
have issued "to all" an official wail 
telllnc how they have boen deceived 
and how monstrous are the demand* 
of the Germans. 
In Petrograd and 


Moscow the bolshevik! are struggling 
to maintain their power, putting In Jail 
lance numbers of their opponents on 
charge" "f plotting a counter-revolu- 
tion, and taking any other coercive 
steps that promise to help them. If 
they can prevent It, they do not Intend 
that their principle* of "•wlf-deflnltion" 
and personal liberty shall apply at 
home. 
They promptly dissolved the 


constituent assembly hcrause they 
could not control Its deliberations. 


So loud has become the popular oat- 


cry ngnlnst the rale of the bolsbevlkl 
and so great the disorder In Russia 
that German parliamentary leaders art 
seriously questioning whether 
It la 


wise for the central powers to nego- 
tiate farther with a government that 
may be swept away any day. 


Tbe Ukrainians, according to tat* 


dispatches, are proceeding amicably to 
their MfotfattaM with Ovtmaay and 
Austria aad an aboot raady to atga a 


lyzed. The govt-rnment was forced to 
accept the socialists' demands as to 
food, communal woman suffrage and 
nonmllltarism of war industries, and 
thereupon most of the strikers return- 
ed to their work. The trouble waa 
only partly allayed, however, and the 
radicals made further demands and re- 
Iterated their call for a general peace 
by understanding. 


The Austrian masses are determined 


that at least peace shall be made with 
Russia, and If this Is not done their 
words and actions betoken a revolu- 
tion that will remove the dual mon- 
archy from the alliance of the central 
powers. 
Germany Is awake to the 


danger of this defection and the mili- 
tarists there are manifesting great irri- 
tation toward Austria because they 
think Emperor Charles and his govern- 
ment have fostered democratic Inter- 
nationalism. 


The troubles of Emperor Charles' 


realm are aggravated by the attitude 
of Bohemia. 
At a great meeting In 


Prague a resolution was adopted de- 
manding Independence for Bohemia. 
Hungary, also. Is doing Its bit In the 
general upheaval, hiving absolutely re- 
fused to give cereals to either Austria 
or Germany. The Roumanian stocks 
of grain ore exhausted and the food 
situation In Austria is most acute. 


The reasonable peace advocates In 


Germany have not by any means sur- 
rendered to the Increasingly arrogant 
pan-Germans, and have been holding 
meeting* in Cologne and elsewhere, 
and the radical socialists are keeping 
up the fight with vigor. There Is no 
doubt that the proletariat of both Ger- 
many and Austria has been Immensely 
heartened and Inspired by the propa- 
ganda of the Russian hol*hevikl spread 
by means of the fraternization of sol- 
diers on the east front.

Whether Per*hlng's men still are help- 
Ing hold the line there has not been 
revealed. 


Having lost to the French some Im- 


portant positions on Monte Tomha. the 
Teutons In Italy were compelled to 
evacuate considerable territory west 
of tbe Plave river, moving back to 
Monte Splnonda. They neem to have 
given up hone of forcing the nas**ffe 
to the plains alone the west hunk of 
the Plave and are constructing de- 
fenses In the rear.

THE DRAFT CLASSIFICATIONS 


Many Portage county draft regis- 


rants who put in deferred classifica- 
ion claims on agricultural grounds 
lave caused themselves and the board 
of exemption trouble and inconven- 
ence by misunderstanding the mean- 
ng of classification cards sent to them. 
The board, after passing on depend- 
ency claims, sends out cards notify- 
ng registrants of the classification 
given by the local board. Later, when 
the district board rules on agricultural 
claims, another card is sent to the 
registrants whose cases went up, 
stating the classification by the dis- 
trict board. 
In many instances the 


ocal board placed in class I regis- 
trants who were subsequently placed 
n deferred classes by the district 
x»ard. In all cases the classification 
of the district board supersedes the 
classification given by the local board. 
Consequently registrants who are 
given a deferred classification by the 
district board are going to useless 
trouble by inquiring of the local board 
as to their status.

PLAN ANOTHER DRAFT 


Men Who Have Attained Majority 


Since June Would Fill Quotas, 


Crowder Says 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 29.—In 


'uture operation! of the draft law, 
M-neral Crowder explained to the 
Hi'nate military committee today, a 
new drawing would be held, under the 
new classification* in order to fix in- 
dividual liability. 


"We would exhaust Class one," he 


said, "before calling on other classes, 


hope we will not have to call on any 


•lass except Class one. If you pass 
he resolution to enroll men becoming 
twenty-one we will be assured, almost 
of not having to go out of Class one. 
f Class one in any community be- 
ame exhausted, according to its quo- 
a, we would call on all other men of 
Jiass one in other communities be- 
'ore calling men of lower classes in 
he first community." 


General Crowder opposed the plan 


recommended by Secretary Baker to 
xempt men becoming thirty-one with 
out being drafted. 


If the amendments for registra- 


ion of those attaining twenty-one years 
are accepted. General Crowder esti- 
mated that there would be 2,000,000 
n Class 1 available for the draft. Of 
he new young men required to regis- 
er upon attaining twenty-one, Gen- 
eral Crowder said about seventy-five 
>er cent would come under the high- 
st classification. 
The new registration, according to 


General Crowder, will not be nearly 
so great a task as the first because 
he registration machinery is provid- 
ed and working well. 


Regarding another bill for assign- 


ment of men specially skilled in in- 
dustry, General Crowder stated that 
a census of registered men. detailing 
heir peculiar qualifications should 
>e completed by February 15, when 
the government would know just how 
many carpenters, plumbers or other 
special artisans are available. 


Although military and not indus- 


rial drafting is now authorized Gen- 
iral Crowder said the special detail 
bill would facilitate assignment of 
men in the service to places where 
heir qualifications may be best used.

been given to J. M. Coyner, agricul- 
tural agent for Portage county, that 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
will sell at cost a supply of nitrate of 
soda to farmers in Portage county. 


The nitrate was purchased through 


the war industries board under the 
luthority of the food control act as 
a part of the program for stimulating 
agricultural production. 
It will be 


unloaded at Atlantic ports and the 
price will be $75.50 a ton, free on 
board cars at port of arrival. Far- 
mers are to pay in addition freight 
from port of arrival and the state 
fertilizer tag fee. 
Applications for a part of the 


100,000 tons of nitrate bought by the 
tovernment will be received only 
from actual fanners or owners or 
holders of farms for use on their

No money will be required with 


the application, but upon notice from 
the county agent farmers who have 
?igned applications must deposit with 
a local bank, association, or individ- 
ual, designated by the secretary of 
agriculture to act as the farmers 
agent for that purpose), money to 
cover the cost of the fertilizer except 
the freight charge. After the money 
is transmitted to Washington 
the 


nitrate will be shipped to the farmers. 
If applications for the nitrate exceed 
the supply of about 100,000 tons the 
government will allot the supply on a 
pro rata basis among those who ap- 
plied. Applications must be received 
by February 4.

CAR SHORTAGE ACUTE 


8t*ve«* Point. Shippers Hate DUkvK 


TlnM Bonding Freight—Fee- 


tery May Cloao 


The present freight eaY shortage, 


due largely to congestion in the east, 
is, to the extent it affects Stevens 
Point shipper*, without doubt the 
worst on record. 


Manufacturing concerns have found 


it practically impossible to get care 
and still harder to make eastern ship- 
ments. For instance, the Automatic 
Cradle Manufacturing Co. on Dec. 29 
shipped a car of cradles destined to 
Will tarn sport, Pa. The shipment has 
thug far got no further than Mani- 
towoc, where the cradles were un- 
loaded. The New York Central rail- 
way was to have taken the shipment 
east, but cannot do so until its lines 
are cleared. 
The Automatic Cradle Manufactur- 


ing Co. has eight or ten other car- 
loads of cradles ready for shipment, 
but sees little prospect of getting 
them out. It was stated at the com- 
pany's office Tuesday that if the sit- 
uation does not materially improve 
it may be necessary to close down 
the plant temporarily. 


At the Soo line division headquar- 


ters Monday it was stated that it 
!iad been found necessary last week 
to issue an order not to use freight 
cars for carload shipments except 
for food commodities and fuel, and 
to report all empties immediately so 
that they could be sent where needed. 
On Monday of this week, however, 
Supt. Urbahns modified this order by 
giving instructions to give preference 
to shipments of food and fuel, thus 
lifting the absolute bar against other 
shipments. These orders did not in- 
clude shipments in less than carload 
lots. 
The Soo line is keeping close tab 


on its rolling stock and a report sheet 
snowing the situation on Jan. 20 
shows clearly where the main trouble 
lies. 
This report shows that there 


are 15,227 Soo earn on other roads 
and only 6,169 cars of other roads on 
the Soo. Practically every road in 
the country of any importance has 
Soo cars in its possession and the 
bulk of the missing cars are in the 
east.

HOME PRICE HELD AT 9 CENTS. 


Tills Nation's Sugar Supply Redueat 


to Seventy Per Cent of Normal. 


Java Stocks Unavailable. 


Sugar control has saved the Amer- 


ican public $180,000,000, Herbert Hoov- 
er, United Suites food administrator, 
declared the other day. 


He pointed out that sugar was sell* 


lug for 11 cents a pound last August 
and that it would have advanced to 20 
cents a pound, with the world short* 
age as a stimulus, had not the food 
administration secured the co-opera* 
tlon of the refiners and wholesalers 
and fixed a sugar price that today en* 
ables housewives to buy sugar at from 
8V6 to » cents a pound. 


"Every 1 cent raise in sugar from 


September 1 to January 1 means $18,- 
000,000 to the American consumer," 
Mr. Hoover said. "Numbers of gen- 
tlemen will tell you that 20 cent sugar 
would have prevailed and the public 
robbed oC $180.000,000 this year If we 
had not taken these actions." Later 
Mr. Hoover called attention to the act 
that uncontrolled sugar advanced v» 
85 cents a pound during the Civil War. 


France Get Our Sugar. 


Taday the American public has been 


allotted 70 per cent of Its normal sup- 
ply. Before the war the average an- 
nual household consumption here waa 
50 pounds a person. In,England the 
annual consumption during the war la 
24 pounds, and In France each person 
is allotted a little over one pound a 
month. 


"In August the French government 


found Itself unable to maintain event 
this ration," Mr. Hoover declared. 
"An appeal was made to America, 
France needed 
100,000 tons. 
W» 


agreed to fill this demand and up te> 
December had shipped 85,426 tons, to 
the meantime an appeal was mad* t» 
the American public to reduce Ita (af- 
ar consumption, and requests wot* 
made to distributors to supply th* 
confectionary and sweet drinks trade) 
with 50 per cent of normal supply. 
This has been generally followed, at* 
though such regulations were votasj* 
tmry. as the food administration h*4 
no authority to Impose them."

We he.** 
forfeited wholesalers' licenses In ag- 
gravated cases, and we have Issued 
warnings to first offenders In a great 
many Instances through our local ad- 
ministrators."

Despite the sweeping nature of the 


new food regulations, both President 
Wilson and the food administration 
expect hearty co-operation from deal- 
ers and consumers. 


These drastic step* are necessary 


to provide wheat for Europe, the food 
administration stated. 
Thirty per 


cent of America's normal wheat con- 
sumption must be sent to our allies. 
Only radical cuts in the administra- 
tion bill of fare will provide the LV 
000,000 bushels monthly whiih the 
allies require. 


Only part of the new food regula- 


tions will be compulsory under the 
powers possessed by the food adminis- 
tration. 
Dealers can be checked 


through licensing, but the food ad- 
ministration freely admitted that it 
Would depend on the patriotism of the 
American housewife to force observ- 
ance of the new war rations. 


Graham and whole wheat "bread 


will be classed as "victory" breads, 
but the real war loaf will be made by 
substituting 20 per cent of the rice 
flour, cornmeal, potato flour, oatmeal, 
buckwheat flour, sweet potato flour, 
«oy bean flour and other substitutes. 
Retailers are ordered to sell wheat 
Sour only*with an equal amount of 
one of these substitutes. Housewives 
need not mix these in their baking, 
though this is urged. President Wil- 
son in his proclamation, ordered re- 
duction of wheat by 30 per cent, a 
reduction imperatively necessary to 
provide the supply for overseas. 
In 


addition he declared that all manufac- 
turers of biscuits, crackers, pastry 
and breakfast cereals should reduce 
consumption of wheat flour 70 per 
cent also. 
Bakers, including hotels and other 


establishments which have their own 
ovens, are restricted to 80 per cent of 
their present requirements. 
House- 


holders are to be limited to 70 per 
cent of their last year's supply. Sub- 
stitution of potatoes, vegetables, corn, 
barley, oats and rice products is urged 
to make up the wheat reduction. 


The new regulations are effective 


Monday morning. Victory bread, how- 
ever, will contain only 5 per cent 
wheat substitutes to start with, but 
a gradual increase is planned until 
Feb 24, when only 80 per cent of 
wheat flour will be allowed in "vic- 
tory" bread. 
Macaroni, spaghetti, 


noodles, crackers and breafast foods 
will not escape the new cut. Manu- 
facturers of these products are re- 
stricted to 70 per cent of their 1917 
wheat consumption in corresponding 
months.
